$7,750,000 Rug Plant Under Way at Greenville, Miss. 


Greenville, Miss., is erecting a multi- 
million dollar plant to be occupied by 
Greenville Mills, a Mississippi subsidiary 
of the Alexander Smith Carpet Co., of 
Yonkers, N. Y. Citizens of that Washing- 
ton County town on the Mississippi River 
have voted $4,750,000 for the project. 

The Alexander Smith company will 
furnish and install the machinery esti- 
mated to involve expenditure of more 
than three million dollars. More than 
one-half of this equipment is already 
stored awaiting installation, and H. J. 
Potts, who will manage the plant for the 
Yonkers organization, is residing in 
Greenville. 

The total floor space in the plant will 
approximate 15 acres. Part of the build- 
ing is two stories in height, but the major 
portion of the building is on one ‘floor. 
The production areas are without win- 
dows. The outside dimensions of the fac- 
tory proper are 1,000 feet long by 510 
feet wide. The office and cafeteria space 
occupies 24,000 square feet. Parking 
grounds will be for 400 automobiles. 

Major items required in construction of 
the building are: 1,500 tons of air con- 
ditioning for cooling and dehumidifying 
the major portion of the production 


space; nearly 3,000 tons of structural 
steel and 1,100 tons of reinforcing steel. 
Steel piping will account for an addi- 
tional 500 tons. The water supply and 
power facilities of the plant are large 
enough for a town of 5,000. The entire 
structure will be founddd on 8,000 creo- 
soted piling. 

Some 450 to 500 persons will be em- 
ployed initially and plans call for an 
eventual 600 to 900 employees to be hired 
principally from the Greenville area. A 
bond issue of $4,750,000 has already been 
approved by the voters of Greenville for 
construction of the plant, which is now 
underway. This money will be repaid by 
Alexander Smith, Inc., which will furnish 
and install over $3,000,000 worth of ma- 
chinery in the plant. 

In addition to the manufacture of rugs 
and carpets, the plant is adaptable to 
the production of duck, blankets, and 
other goods required by the Defense 
Program, 

The plant was designed by Mallett & 
Associates, engineers and architects of 
Jackson, Miss., whose selection marks 
the first time that a state firm has been 
called upon to plan and supervise an in- 
dustrial building of this size.

Ethyl Spends $50,000,000 for Anti-Knock Chemical Plant 


With the assistance and cooperation 
of the National Production Authority and 
the Petroleum Administration for De- 
fense, Ethyl Corporation is rushing the 
construction of its new chemicals plant 
in Houston, Texas, which will manufac- 
ture much needed anti-knock compounds 
for gasoline, and other special purpose 
chemicals. The plant, which will cost 
about $50,000,000 is scheduled to begin 
production in the Spring of 1952. ~ : 


Tetraethyl lead, the principal ingredi- 
ent in anti-knock compounds used by oil 
refiners to increase the anti-knock value 
of motor and aviation gasolines, has been 
increasingly in demand ever since the 
end of World War II. In addition to rapid- 
ly growing needs for civilian use, military 
requirements for defense purposes have 
cut into available supplies. The demand 
for tetraethyl lead has been increased 
by a request from the Petroleum Admin- 
istration for Defense to the tetraethyl 
lead industry to stockpile a substantial 
amount of anti-knock fluids as an emer- 
gency security measure. 

The new Houston plant, which will 
increase Ethyl Corporation’s production 
by about 30 per cent annually, is expected 
to relieve, to a large extent, the heavy 
requirements of both the military forces 
and the civilian population. 

Although Ethyl Corporation is also a 
producer of benzene hexachloride for in- 
secticides, and sodium sulphate (salt 
cake) used in the kraft paper industry, 
no immediate plans have been made for 
manufacturing these chemicals at Hous- 
ton. 


The Houston plant, which will supple- 
ment production at Ethyl’s plant at Baton 
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Rouge, La., the largest of its kind in the 
world, will be integrated to manufacture 
all the tetraethyl lead, ethyl chloride, 
sodium and chlorine used in the processes 
for producing “Ethyl” anti-knock com- 
pounds. Approximately 750 skilled chem- 
ical operators will be required when the 
plant is in full production. 


Principal manufacturing units in the 
new plant will include buildings for the 
manufacture of tetraethyl lead, sodium- 
lead alloy, sodium and chlorine, ethyl 
chloride and ethylene dichloride. Aux- 
iliary units will include a blender where 
tetraethyl lead is mixed with ethylene 
dibromide and ethylene dichloride to pro- 
duce “Ethyl” anti-knock compounds; lab- 
oratories; and storage tanks for tetra- 
ethyl lead, chlorine, ethyl chloride and 
ethylene dibromide. The installation will 
also include trackage for a fleet of tank 
cars for the delivery of anti-knock com- 
pounds to oil company customers. 


Salt brine, for the production of sodium 
and chlorine, and petroleum hydrocar- 
bons, for manufacturing ethyl chloride, 
will be obtained from sources in Texas. 


By August 15 construction on all prin- 
cipal units was well along on the 400-acre 
site located on the Houston Ship Chan- 
nel. Structural steel for the tetraethyl 
lead, sodium, and central stores units was 
up and installation of heavy equipment 
under way. 

C. F. Braun and Co., and the E. B. 
Badger Process Division of Stone and 
Webster Engineering Corp. are the major 
engineering and construction contrac- 
tors. Other contractors include James 
Stewart and Co., Inc., Fretz Construc- 
tion Co., and the Layne Texas Co.

OUTHERN construction in the first 

eight months of the current year totals 
$4,467,913,000, or sixty-three per cent 
larger than the value placed on awards 
below the Mason and Dixon line in the 
comparable period of 1950. In fact, the 
total is greater than the $4,369,150,000 
for the entire twelve months of last year. 

Value of projects reaching the con- 
tract stage during August, as reported 
in the MANUFACTURERS REcorD’s daily con- 
struction bulletin, was $365,078,000, this 
below one-half of the aggregate re- 
ported for the preceding month but 
slightly more than the $361,424,000 re- 
corded in the same month of 1950. 

The eight-month figure embraces 
082,328,000 for industrial projects; $745, 
723,000 for private building; $637,384,000 
for engineering or heavy construction; 
$610,983,000 for public building, and $391,- 
495,000 for highways and bridges. All but 


private building represent increases over 
figures prevailing in the previous year’s 
first eight months. 

Industrial construction, with its $2,- 
082,328,000 figure for the eight months, is 
more than three times the total for such 
work in the comparable period of 1950. 
Many large projects have been initiated 
during the current year, several in the 
multi-million-dollar category being an- 
nounced last month. 

Private building totals ar e beginning to 
reflect the effects of restrictions and reg- 
ulations. The total for the eight months 
is $745,723,000, or thirteen per cent short 
of the aggregate for such work at this 
time last year. 

Residential construction, as has been 
generally true for many years, accounted 
for the largest proportion, or in this case, 
82 per cent, of private building total. The 
percentage for the first eight months of

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1950 was seventy-four. The $609,840,000 
total for such work represented a decline 
of approximately five per cent. 

Other elements in the private building 
figure are the $52,730,000 for assembly 
buildings, including churches and thea- 
ters, the latter one of the types drasti- 
cally restricted under federal rules; $41,- 
967,000 for office building, and $41,186,000 
for commercial building, also a restricted 
field. All show declines. 

Southern construction contracts in 
August were the reverse of the situation 
at the end of July, when the total was 
more than twice the figure for the pre- 
ceding month. In August, the total was 
less than one-half of the $755,717,000 to- 
tal for July. Two categories—highways 
and bridges, and public building—were 
stronger in August than in the preceding 
month. The others showed lower totals. 

The $365,078,000 figure tabulated in 
August included $104,057,000 for industrial 
projects; $98,780,000 for public building; 
$56,549,000 for heavy engineering type 
construction; $53,090,000 for private build- 
ing, and $52,602,000 for highways and 
bridges. 

Industrial construction, as reported in 
the daily construction bulletin, was down 
fifty per cent. Several large projects, in- 
cluding a Davison Chemical plant near 
Lake Charles, La., were in the news dur- 
ing the month, Other projects are in the 
offing, if reports on defense production 
certificates of necessity are a harbinger. 

Private building’s $53,090,000 for August 
was made up of $38,686,000 for residential 
work; $6,380,000 for assembly buildings; 
$4,916,000 for commercial projects, and 
$3,108,000 for office building. Rises of fifty- 
seven per cent in commercial building; 
of nineteen per cent in office building, and 
eighty-seven per cent in commercial build- 
ing were noted. Residential construction, 
however, was down drastically from the 
$155,712,000 of July. 

Public building’s $98,780,000 total repre- 
sented a rise of twenty-seven per cent 
over the $77,298,000 figure for July. The 
total included $29,930,000 for school build-

The other two classifications in the 
engineering construction category showed 
rises. Federal electric construction with 
its total of $7,208,000 was up forty-six 
per cent; sewer and water work, total 
$19,220,000, was up one hundred eighty- 
four per cent. 

Highways and bridges in August showed 
a slightly increased valuation. The total 
amounted to $52,602,000. In July it was 
$52,300,000. A number of southern states 
held important lettings. Included were 
North Carolina, Maryland, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, Virginia and 
Texas. 

The National Production Authority 
early last month revoked its Order M-4 
and issued new regulations to tighten 
controls over larger building projects and 
to remove the necessity to apply for per- 
mission to begin construction or to get 
allotments of materials for buildings or 
other projects using relatively small 
amounts of steel, copper and aluminum. 

N.P.A. officials regard the change as 
“something of a relaxation of controls.” 
If work can be started and finished with- 
out the use of those three controlled ma- 
terials, no control of any kind is imposed 
and no type of authorization is required. 
If construction will require only certain 
small quantities, except for recreational, 
entertainment or amusement projects, a 
“self-authorization” procedure is allowed. 

The new order is known as M-4A. Gen- 
erally, its purpose is to control any type 
of construction which requires the use of 
more than two tons of carbon steel, 200 
pounds of copper and any quantity of alu- 
minum, alloy steel or stainless steel. Au- 
thorizations to proceed and allotments of 
materials are required for most other 
projects, although industrial work is al- 
lowed in somewhat larger amounts of 
steel and some copper. 

Three types of construction are exempt 
from the general provisions of Order M- 
4A. These are already subject to special 
National Production Authority rules. 
They are electric power generating fa- 
cilities, covered by Order M-50; petroleum 
and gas producing, processing, refining 
and distributing facilities, subject to Or- 
der M-%6B, and operating construction 
connected with communications system, 
already regulated under Order M-77. 

Ne recreational construction is per- 
mitted, if the building, structure or prod- 
uct will use more than the limitation 
on carbon steel, copper ani aluminum, 
the three controlled materials. However, 
exceptions may be made if “the public 
interest is prejudiced by the application 
of any provision” of Order M-4A. 

Late in August the National Production 
Authority announced that concrete rein- 
forcing bars would be changed from Class 
B to Class A under the controlled ma- 
terials plan. 

This means that the fabricating con- 
cern must obtain an allotment from the 
customer for reinforcing steel scheduled 
for delivery after September 30. 

Another complication is that the weight 
of the steel must be figured in totaling 
the amount of steel used in constructing 
those projects under the “self-authoriza- 
tion” plan.

St. Johns River Power Plant Starts Operations 


With final adjustments completed, the 
fourth new plant and the ninth large gen- 
erator to be added by the Florida Power 
& Light Company since World War II, 
located on the St. Johns River near Pa- 
latka, was in the process of test operation 
last month. 

A major item in a $10$,000,000 post-war 
expansion program, the 35,000,000 kilo- 
watt turbo-generator will increase the 
Company’s capability to 500,000 kilowatts. 
This is almost triple the Company’s pre- 
war generating capacity. 

With most of the big plant’s three op- 
erating crews present and tense over the 
outcome, the huge 430,000 pound turbo- 
generator was given its “finishing 
touches” and Supt. of Generating Sta- 
tions Wylly Keck announced that the 
first baptism of steam came Thursday, 


August 9. 

Selected for the privilege of turning 
steam into the big generator for the first 
time was Al Schmidt, who first worked 
with the company in 1937 and now is slat- 
ed to become the new plant’s first super- 
intendent. 

Superintendent Keck stated that ap- 
proximately thirty men chosen from vari- 
ous plants throughout the Florida Power 
& Light system, have been marshaled at 
the Palatka plant and will take over its 
operation. 

“Virtually all of these men received 
promotions in the new plant here,” Mr. 
Keck declared, “and as opportunities oc- 
cur, promotions await the others. In se- 
lecting men for this new plant, thought 
was given to those who had demonstrated 
their ability in the other plants.”

Potee Street Project 
Completed at Baltimore 


Baltimore expects to have its new 
$1,365,000 bridge across the Patapsco 
River in service by October 1, when the 
$300,000 approaches are scheduled to be 
finished between the new 2,200-foot struc- 
ture and Hanover and Potee Streets and 
Chesapeake Avenue. 

Final steps to tie the new low level 
concrete span in with the street network 
at its south end are being accomplished in 
three stages during which traffic flows 
uninterruptedly between South Balti- 
more and the Brooklyn-Fairfield area on 
the opposite shore. 

Stage one started September 10 and 
five days later. Following 
a dedication ceremony led by Mayor 
D’Alesandro, traffic was allowed to travel 
across the new Potee Street bridge for 
the first time. The second stage involves 
connection of Potee and Hanover streets. 

The busy intersection of the three thor- 
oughfares Potee and Hanover streets 
ieading to the Baltimore-Annapolis boule- 
vard and Chesapeake Avenue, the main 
route to the heavily industrialized Fair- 
field section—will be completed under the 
third stage. 

The most extensive work is to be done 
under this last phase of the project 
Chesapeake Avenue will be completely 
rebuilt where it curves into the new inter- 
section.

Metropolitan Sewer District is from reve- 
nues obtained from sewer service charges 
billed on the basis of water use. Revenue 
bonds have been and will be issued from 
time to time in order to anticipate future 
revenues. No ad valorem taxes are avail- 
able. Revenues from sewer service 
charges and construction cost participa- 
tion deposits will average about $1,600,000 
per year. 

A brief description of the planned com- 
bined sewer intercepter system was given 
by the speakers as follows: Dry weather 
sanitary flow in the relatively deep ex- 
Beargrass intercepter will

be lifted by pumps in the flood protection 
pumping station and conducted through 
a 60-inch pressure conduit behind the 
flood wall westwardly to Hancock and 
Main where it will discharge into an 8- 
foot 6-inch gravity intercepter in Main 
Street, now under construction, west- 
wardly to 4th Street. 

All of the old northwardly flowing sew- 
ers crossing Main Street will be inter- 
cepted as to both dry weather and storm 
water. Storm water overflow structures 
will be provided at Preston, First and 4th 
Streets for use during flood periods. The 
dry weather sanitary flow of the deep 
4th Street sewer will be lifted by pumps 
in the 4th Street. 

Flood protection station to the higher 
level gravity flow, main intercepter. The 
main intercepter will continue west in 
Main to 12th Street, intercepting all of 
the northwardly flowing old sewers both 
as to sanitary as well as storm flows. 
Storm water overflow structures through 
the old sewers under the flood wall will 
be provided at practically all intersec- 
tions. 

The gravity flow main intercepter will 
thence extend southwardly in 12th to 
Breckinridge Street connecting at that 
point to the existing 12th Street combined 
sewer, for flow thence by gravity to the 
Southern Outfall and west to the treat- 
ment plant diversion in the Southern Out- 
fall just downstream from the junction 
of the Western Intercepter. 

The Treatment Plant is planned to be 
located in the existing valley of Upper 
Paddy’s Run about one-half mile south of 
this diversion. The elevations of the floor 
of the valley are such that gravity flow 
through the plant to the lower pool of 
the river below dam 41 can be obtained. 
Sufficiently high hydraulic gradients 
through the initial primary plant can be 
maintained to accommodate for possible 
ultimate complete treatment by gravity 
flow, declared Mr. Wheeler. 

A small intercepter sewer will be con- 
structed in Western Parkway diverting 
the dry weather sanitary flow from the 
17th Street sewer to the 21st Street sewer. 
Pumps in the 34th Street flood protection 
station will lift the sewage through a 
pressure conduit thence for gravity flow 
southwardly to the Treatment Plant. 

The dry weather sanitary flow of the 
large and deep Southwestern Outfall will 
likewise be lifted, by pumps in the flood 
Protection Station for that sewer, and 
flow by gravity northwardly to the treat- 
ment plant. 

All of the new main intercepters under 
this plan will be behind the flood protec- 
tion works, at elevations above normal 
pool stages of the river. Two relatively 
small pumping stations and intercepter 
systems will be required to serve the ex- 
isting commercial area outside the flood 
protection works, between Main Street 
and the river. 

Requirements of the State Department 
of Health and the Ohio River Valley 
Water Sanitation Compact for Sewage 
treatment for Louisville require substan- 
tially complete removal of settleable 
solids and the removal of not less than 45 
per cent of suspended solids. It is planned, 
Mr. Wheeler stated, that this will be ac- 
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complished in a single plant of about 
95,000,000 gallons daily capacity. Main 
units of the plant will be mechanically 
cleaned rack bars, grit removal chambers, 
and primary sedimentation with two- 
hour detention at nominal design rate. 


Procedure Listed for 


Agricultural Construction 

Defense Food Order No. 5, establishing 
procedure for filing applications for au- 
thorized construction schedules and allot- 
ments of controlled materials for con- 
struction of agricultural and related proj- 
ects, has been issued by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

The order applies to authorizations and 
allotments for construction on farms, in- 
cluding farmsteads; of food and fiber pro- 
duction and processing facilities; and of 
wholesale food distribution facilities. It 
covers the issuance of authorized con- 
struction schedules, allotments of steel, 
copper, and aluminum, and priority rat- 
ings to obtain other necessary materials 
and equipment for construction in these 
agricultural and related fields. 

Defense Food Order No, 5 is designed to 
implement orders and regulations of the 
National Production Authority control- 
ling the use of critical materials in con- 
struction and providing for allotments of 
such materials to essential construction. 
NPA has delegated to the Department of 
Agriculture authority to issue authorized 
construction schedules and related allot- 
ments for farm construction and the con- 
struction of food and fiber processing and 
wholesale food distribution facilities. 
Through quarterly program determina- 
tions, the Defense Production Administra- 
tion issues to the Secretary of Agriculture 
allotments of critical materials for con- 
struction. These are in turn allotted by 
the Department for essential construction 
in the fields of food production, processing 
and distribution. 

Under DFO 5, applications for construc- 
tion authorization, in the fields where the 
Department of Agriculture has responsi- 
bility, should be filec with the State or 
Insular Production and Marketing Admin- 
istration Office in the State or insular area 
where the construction is to be performed. 
State PMA committees will forward the 
applications to the PMA office in Wash- 
ington for final action. 

All applicants will receive written noti- 
fication concerning action by PMA on 
their applications. Applications for ad- 
justments, exceptions, and appeals, should 
be filed with the Office of Materials and 
Facilities, Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, Washington 25, D. C. Such ap- 
peals will be handled under the provisions 
of Defense Food Order No. 4.

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Tampa Builds Extensive Sewerage System

Tampa, Florida's third largest city, is 
now constructing a comprehensive mod- 
ern sewage disposal system. A city of 
124,073 persons, it is the largest in its 
state to have actively entered into the 
final phases of providing its residents 
with adequate means of sewage disposal 
without creating nuisances and endanger- 
ing health. 

A $13,000,000 revenue bond issue is pro- 
viding the funds necessary to construct 
the extensive system required to serve the 
city which lies along the shores of Hills- 
borough Bay, a long land-locked arm of 
the Gulf of Mexico, and the Hillsborough 
River. The project includes a sewage 
treatment plant, a subaqueous outfall 
sewer, an intercepting sewer system in- 
cluding pumping stations, force mains 
and crossing beneath the river and the 
harbor channels, and extensions of the 
lateral sewer system. 


Rapidly Growing Suburbs 

Excellent community planning has been 
exhibited by the city on this project in 
carrying out the recommendations of the 
engineers covering provisions for future 
growth. The City of Tampa is surrounded 
by a rapidly growing suburban area now 
only in a small part served by inadequate 
local sewer systems, without treatment 
facilities, and in large part dependent on 
septic tanks. A long, rainy season with 
an annual rainfall of approximately 50 


inches and poor soil conditions combine 
to make septic tanks malfunction a con- 
siderable portion of the time. 

The comprehensive plan, of which the 
present sewage disposal system under 
construction by the city is a part, provides 
for collection of the sewage from a met- 
ropolitan area where the population is 
expected to grow to 335,500 in the next 
50 years, and conveys it to the city’s dis- 
posal plant for treatment prior to dis- 
charge into Hillsborough Bay. Although 
it is recognized that it will be some years 
before the necessary actions by the unin- 
corporated suburban areas can be under- 
taken to carry out their parts of the com- 
prehensive plan, the City system will, 
upon completion, be ready to provide the 
collection and disposal service. 


Finish Slated in Fall 

Two and one-half years of preliminary 
and detailed planning were consummated 
in the start of construction in early De- 
cember 1949. Construction schedules call 
for completion of all major contract work 
during the Fall of 1951. During this pe- 
riod of approximately two years, con- 
struction work valued at approximately 
$9,000,000 will be completed. 

Funds for the project are derived from 
a $13,000,000 revenue bond issue validated 
in the Summer of 1949. A first sale of 
$8,000,000 worth of serial and term bonds 
was completed in November 1949 with the

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bonds being sold at an average interest 
rate of 3.24 per cent. Two groups of con- 
tracts have been awarded and are under 
way. These are financed by the proceeds 
of that sale. 

A second sale amounting to $4,000,000 
of term and serial bonds was consum- 
mated in September, 1950. These bonds 
sola at an average interest rate of 2.65 
per cent. Presert estimates indicate that 
the full project, including some addi- 
tional small sewers and rehabilitations, 
can be completed with $12,000,000 now 
available, This, has been brought about 
by very favorable bid prices received be- 
fore the Korean situation affected con- 
struction costs. 


Thirty-Six Contracts 

A total of thirty-six contracts have al- 
ready been awarded. Several additional 
contracts covering clean-up operations 
remain to be let and a few force account 
operations undertaken. 

Vitrified clay pipe is used in the project 
for all gravity sewers up to and includ- 

24-inch pipe. Cast iron pipe is em- 
ployed on some subaqueous pipe lines and 
in the smaller mains. Including 
house connections, a total of approxi- 
mately 131.5 miles of vitrified clay pipe is 
being used. This represents 89.4 per cent 
of the total of 147 miles of all types of 
lines in the project. 

Cuts encountered on the vitrified clay 
pipe lines range up to approximately 21 
Soil conditions vary greatly and 
range from an extremely fine, flowing 
sand to hard blue clay. Muck soils and 
limestone rock, in varying stages of hard- 
ness and decomposition, are also encoun- 
tered.

Well Points Used 
Ground water is generally encountered 
at depths of five to six feet. Local condi- 
tions and the rainy season may result in 
water at even less depth. Well points are 
extensively used and pipe-laying opera- 
tions are accomplished with a relatively 


infrequent use of sheeting, considering 


the high water table and uniformly small 
particle size of the sand which forms the 
bulk of the soil. 

Specifications provide for optional use 
of cement mortar joints of the diaper 
type or bituminous compounds having a 
coal tar base. Bituminous material has 
been used in practically all vitrified clay 
sewer lines. No line has failed so far to 
meet the infiltration test of 10,000 gallons 
per mile per day. 

Unstable soils encountered in the trench 
bottoms are stabilized by the use of well 
tamped crushed limestone rock. The 
thickness used is normally six inches al- 
though thickness up to several feet have 
been required. To date there has not been 
an unstable trench bottom encountered 
in the vitrified clay pipe sewer construc- 
tion which has not been thoroughly 
bilized by the use of crushed rock. At one 
location on a 60-inch reinforced concrete 
pipe sewer line, pile foundations were re-

Like many industrial dreas, Tampa has 
its share of railroad tracks.

Shell Chemical to Build 
Big Ammonia Plant 

Shell Chemical Corp., of Houston, 
Texas, will add a new synthetic ammonia 
plant to its other petrochemical manu- 
facturing units at Dominguez, Calif.

Plans Proceed at Houston 
for Purification Plant 


Freese, Nichols and Turner, consulting 
engineers of Houston, are designing the 
water purification plant for the San 
Jacinto water supply project. Other engi- 
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neering organizations are designing the 
dam across the San Jacinto River, the 
reservoir pumping station, supply canal 
from the reservoir to the purification 
plant and distribution lines away from the 
plant. 

The proposed purification plant will be 
located in the northeastern part of Hous- 
ton near the Ship Channel. The installa- 
tion will be designed to furnish raw water 
to industry and treated water to both 
the city distribution system and to indus- 
try direct.

The Freeport Sulphur announcement

The world shortage is 1,000,000 long 
tons of sulphur and sulphur equivalent, 
he states, pointing out that three months 
ago he told a Congressional committee 


“we were rapidly moving toward a solu- 
tion of the problem through development 
of new productive capacity and applica- 
tion of new techniques. 

“At that time private industry, with 
the encouragement of the Bureau of 
Mines and the Defense Minerals Admin- 
istration, had started the development of 
three new mines with an expected com- 
bined production of 530,000 long tons. It 
also had undertaken a number of lesser 
projects to obtain sulphur from natural 
and refinery gases and from other 
sources. Since then additional projects 
have been announced. 

“The 500,000 tons planned for the new 
Freeport mine now increases the expected 
new production of sulphur to well over 
the expected deficit. It will take consider- 
able time of course for all the new output 
to come in and for supply to overtake de- 
mand. “If the projects are earried out as 
planned and if production from existing 
sources holds up, the shortage should be 
over before the end of 1953, and sufficient 
capacity should be available to permit 
present producing units to return to a 
economic level of production as 
some are now operating at a level incon- 
sistent with good conservation practices 


$7,000,000 Plant Announced 
By Davison Chemical 


One of the country’s largest catalyst 
manufacturing plants will be built on the 
Calcasieu River, six miles south of Lake 
Charles, La., by the Davison Chemical 
Co., according to R. L. Hockley, vice 
president of that Baltimore concern. 

To cost about $7,000,000, the plant is 
scheduled to go into operation early in 
1953. It will produce microsperoidal syn- 
thetic silica-alumina catalyst in quanti- 
ties sufficient to produce nearly 600,000 
barrels of petroleum stock daily.

Day & Zimmermann, Inc., of Philadel- 
phia, are engineers for the project, which 
will be constructed by the Consolidated 
Engineering Co., of Baltimore. Because 
of the mild climate at Lake Charles, an 
“outdoor” design similar to petroleum re- 
fineries is planned, 

Key items of equipment are huge stain- 
less steel spray-drying chambers used to 
form the catalyst particles which are 
more uniform in size than former types 
and preferred by many in the industry 

The tanks are cylindrical at the bottom 
and topped by a cone. The proposed in- 
stallation will be similar to the Davison 
plant at Cincinnati, Ohio, where micro- 
spheroidal catalyst is also produced. 

The Lake Charles plant will be a source 
of catalyst supply for the Gulf Coast area 
and will enable savings in transportation 
both of the finished product and some of 
the raw materials. The site there will 
provide space for production of other 
chemicals also. 

Davison Chemical Co. is one of the 
largest producers of synthetic fluid petro- 
leum cracking catalysts and was a pio- 
neer in their commercial output. The new 
plant will augment the present output at 
Cincinnati and at Curtis Bay. A ground 
type of catalyst is now being made at the 
Maryland operation. 
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National Gypsum Plant 
Progresses at Pryor 


The structure of National Gypsum 
Company’s new paper mill at Pryor, 
Okla., is about 75 per cent complete, ac- 
cording to Paul Dumas, National’s resi- 
dent manager. Completion of the build- 
ing is expected in October, with ma- 
chinery installation to be completed by 
December. 

Steel erection on the plant began June 
1, and construction of the 125,000 square 
foot structure has progressed ahead of 
schedule in spite of bad weather and 
equipment and material shortages, Mr. 
Dumas said. The steel, concrete and tile 
building will incorporate modern em- 
ployee facilities. 

National Gypsum has three other 
paper mills, all of which serve the Com- 
pany’s eastern plants. The new mill, 
planned to integrate western operations, 
will supply National’s gypsum board 
plants at Fort Dodge, Iowa; Rotan, 
Texas, and the recently-completed plant 
at Medicine Lodge, Kansas. The Pryor 
mill, designed by National’s own engi- 
neering staff, will produce a_ special 
paper liner used in the manufacture of 
fireproof gypsum board products, includ- 
ing gypsum lath, wallboard and ex- 
terior sheathing. 

Raw material for the plant will be 
ground wood, sulphite and_ several 
grades of waste papers, which will be 
converted to the finished product by a 
450-foot long Black-Clawson machine, 
Mr. Dumas expects that the plant will 
give a big boost to the scrap paper sal- 
vage business in the Southwest, since the 
plant will require about 150-200 tons of 
raw materials daily. 

As part of the Company-wide effort to 
reduce stream pollution, a “Save-All” 
unit will be installed to clean waste 
water leaving the plant, it was an- 
nounced. Paper fibre thus recovered will 
be pumped back into the processing op- 
eration. 

Santa Fe Clears Damage, 
Plans New Projects 

Flood damage restoration work by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway 
has required the services of a number of 
contractors, according to an announce- 
ment by Chief Engineer F. D. Kinnie.

The authority engineers, DeLeuw, 
Cather and Company of Chicago, recom- 
mended their acceptance.

“It will be vigorously prosecuted 
much will be accomplished in 1952. When 
it is completed, all of our main track on 
our primary transcontinental route, ex- 
cept track in the immediate vicinity of 
Kansas City and Argentine, will be at 
elevations above the high water of June 
and July, 1951. 

“There are other ways of protecting 
track against flood damage.

In 
the light of our conviction and determi- 
nation, we proposed to go forward with 
the construction of these maintenance 
facilities at the location we had decided 
upon previously.”

started in August 1950, is the nine- 
teenth to be built by TVA and the twenty- 
ninth major dam in the Tennessee Valley 
System. 

It is a multiple-purpose project on the 
South Fork Holston River in upper East 
Tennessee that will provide 100,000 acre- 
feet of flood control storage capacity and 
include a power installation of 75,000 
kilowatts. 

It will reduce the flood hazard at 
Kingsport, Tenn., about 13 miles down- 
stream, and increase the effectiveness of 
the system for controlling floods on the 
Tennessee River, say T.V.A. officials. 

Generation of power at Boone dam is 
scheduled to start in December 1952.

Rock for the concrete aggregate is se- 
cured from a nearby quarry and crushed 
to all required aggregate sizes (includ- 
ing sand) at the dam site. Suitable em- 
bankment material will be obtained from 
borrow pits in the vicinity. The embank- 
ment section will contain about 500,000 
cubic yards of earth,

The agreement with Illinois is therefore 
most pleasing to all of us and will relieve 
Kentucky of considerable expense.”

An- 
other toll bridge, at Owensboro, is oper- 
ated by a Public Authority Commission 
The Newport Central bridge, a toll struc- 
ture acquired in 1947, is operated as a 
toll bridge under the authority of the 
state’s Murphy Toll Bridge Act. 

“The Shawneetown-Union County 
bridge tolls will be entirely applied to the 
retirement of the bonds issued for con- 
struction,” W. P. Curlin, Commissioner 
of the Kentucky Department of Highways 
said recently. “Maintenance, incidental 
costs such as engineering, right-of-way, 
approach construction in Kentucky will 
be assumed by the department’s road 
fund. Only the actual cost of the physi- 
cal structure will be charged against fu- 
ture tolls. This means that every dime 
paid in tolls is a dime which will be used 
to pay interest and retire the cost of the 
bridge.”

The bridge will be 3,200 feet in length 
and will have a 24 foot roadway. It will 
support two sidewalks, two feet wide 
The main continuous unit will consist of 
two 850 foot through steel truss spans 
Substructure units will be made of rein- 
forced concrete.

Series 71 Diesels Improved 
by General Motors 


Cutaway showing new head to block 
sealing in General Motors Diesels. 


Several improvements designed to pro- 
long engine life and further reduce up- 
keep of General Motors Series 71 Diesels 
are announced by Detroit Diesel Engine 
Division. 

Chief among these newly designed fea- 
tures is a method of oil, water and com- 
pression sealing between the engine 
block and head which does away with 
the laminated gasket commonly used in 
internal combustion engines. 

The new system is called the “metal- 
to-metal” head and block. Compression 
gaskets, in the form of laminated terne 
plate rings, take the major pressure of 
the head-to-block stud bolts. A small 
“skirt” on each compression gasket ring 
fits into a recess between the cylinder 
liner and the cylinder bore in the block, 
assuring correct positioning over the cyl- 
inder liner. 

When the head is pulled down a posi- 
tive metal-to-metal contact is assured be- 
tween the lower surface of the head, the 
compression gaskets and the cylinder 
liners. Immediately adjacent to the com- 
pression gaskets, however, there are 
clearances between the head and block 
of from .007 to .014 inches. This assures 
positive contact on the compression gas- 
kets and positive compression seating.~ 

Water and oil passages between head 
and block are sealed with individual syn- 
thetic rubber seals that look like hose 
washers. These seals fit into grooves ma- 
chined in the block and are compressed 
when the head is bolted on, forming a 
very effective sealing device. 


Army Issues Data on 
Personnel Carrier 


The Army’s Ordnance Corps has just 
released additional information on the 
TI8E1 armored personnel carrier for 
which Internrational Harvester Com- 
pany’s Melrose Park Works holds a pro- 
duction contract.

A General Mo- 
tors “Twin-6” Diesel engine was installed 
on the giant pump and has been running 
continuously since the project started 
with time off only for oil and filter 
changes.

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Counties Get Road Funds 


Kentucky county road funds are $11,- 
378.39 higher because of the distribution 
of truck license fees collected by the state, 
W. P. Curlin, Commissioner of Highways 
said recently. The distribution consists 
of one-half of the total truck license 
money divided equally among Kentucky’s 
120 counties. 

The total return the past fiscal year 
from licenses on trucks amounted to 
$1,365,406.80, an increase of 5.5 per cent 
over the previous fiscal year. Weight fees, 
also paid by trucks are not included in 
the distribution. 

“The return to counties from this fund 
more than doubled in 10 years,” Mr. 
Curlin said. “It was inaugurated in 1924, 


and at that time counties were permitted 
to use the fund for any purpose directed 
by the fiscal court. In 1945 the state 
amended its constitution to limit spend- 
ing money obtained from motor vehicle 
license or excise fees to road purposes.”

Under an amended Controlled Mate- 
rials Plan Regulation 6, no person may 
continue construction already commenced 
or start construction unless he has re- 
ceived an authorized construction sched- 
ule and a related allotment of controlled 
materials. Such authorization is applied 
for on C. M. P. Form 4C, which must be 
filed by the prime contractor with “the 
appropriate claimant agency or industry 
division.” 

The regulation prohibits any owner or 
prime contractor who has received an 
authorized construction schedule from ob- 
taining any material or product needed 
for its completion except by use of the 
related allotment symbol or defense or- 
der rating. 

Direction No, 1 to C.M.P. Regulation 
6 establishes the procedure under which 
controlled material orders and defense 
rated orders may be placed for delivery 
after September 30, only where the total 
requirements do not exceed specified 
quantities. No priority assistance for ma- 
terials will be made available, however, 
for delivery before October 1. 

The types of construction for which the 
“self-authorization” procedure may be 
used are: 

Industrial plants, where use of con- 
trolled materials is limited to 25 tons of 
carbon and alloy steel, including struc- 
tural steel; 2,000 pounds of copper and 
copper-base alloys and 1,000 pounds of 
aluminum; 

Residential construction of from one 
to four-dwelling units per structure, 
where controlled material used is lim- 
ited to from 1,800 to 6,500 pounds of car- 
bon steel, excluding structural, and 35 
to 575 pounds of copper and copper-base 
alloys; no structural steel, alloy steel and 
stainless steel and aluminum use is per- 
mitted; 

Recreational buildings and multi-unit 
residential structures are not allowed any 
of the controlled materials, there being 
\o provision for such projects under the 
“self-authorization” procedure. 

Under the new regulations, construc- 
tion applications are to be processed for 
the time being in Washington, not in the 
Department of Commerce field offices. A 
number of federal agencies have been 
delegated to process applications, make 
allotments and assign ratings. 

These agencies include: Federal Secu- 
rity Agency; Veterans Administration; 
Agriculture, Interior, Defense and Com- 
merce Departments; Housing and Home 
Finance Agency; Atomic Energy Com- 
mission; National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics; Bureau of Public Roads; 
General Services Administration, and the 
defense electric power and petroleum ad- 
ministrations. 

Later in the month the National Pro- 
duction Authority established what it de- 
scribed as the criteria for determining 
whether or not construction authoriza- 
tion might be granted and materials al- 
lotted. The controlling factor is to be “rel- 
ative essentiality.” 

“No non-essential construction which 
can be postponed will receive allotments 
for the fourth quarter, and no commer- 
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cial construction will get fourth-quarter 
allotments, unless the denial will ad- 
versely affect public health, safety or wel- 
fare,” according to the National Preduc- 
tion Authority. 

Fourth-quarter allotments of the key 
material—steel—showed the Department 
of Defense to get 1,946,000 tons of the 
total estimated supply of 21,336,000 tons; 
the Atomic Energy Commission, approx- 
imately 183,000 tons, and the great bulk 
of the remaining supply to claimants for 
defense-support programs such as facil- 
ities for production and distribution of 
petroleum, electric power, minerals, food 
products and distribution of those prod- 
ucts and other essential manufactures. 

Highway and airport allotments are 
cut below the reduced amounts allowed 
for the third quarter. As claimant agency 
for highway projects, the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads has received allotments of 
250,050 tons of steel for apportionment 
among the states; for airport and navi- 
gation work, the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration has received allotments of 
6,190 tons. 

The American Road Builders’ Associa- 
tion has lodged a protest against what 
it describes as the unnecessary deferring 
and slowing down of essential highway 
work. The Controlled Materials Plan, as 
affecting deliveries of steel for highway 
construction, was declared to be “sound 
in theory only.” 

The Commerce and Labor Departments, 
in announcing the $2,800,000,000 figure for 
put-in-place construction in July, said 
that the increasing effects of restrictions 
on building had become evident, with pri- 
vate homebuilding failing to show the 
usual seasonal increase, commercial 
building dropping and a “continued de- 
cline” noted in social and recreational 
facilities. 

Expenditures for new construction 
throughout the country, according to the 
Department of Commerce, totaled $2,- 
800,000,000 in August, or about the same 
as in July. 

The dollar volume in the current Au- 
gust, it was pointed out, was slightly un- 
der the August, 1950 total, and when ad- 
justed for higher costs, represented a 
significantly smaller physical volume of 
work put in place.
